BUHL — Hagerman Valley trout farmers 
defended their Industry Wednesday, saying It 
was not a major source of water pollution. 

The Idaho Trout Resource Committee said 
trout farmers "are not polluters In Uie usual 
sense of Uie word pollution . . ."' 

The committee said In a news release the fish 
wastes actually beneficially' "enrich" the 
Snake River waters. 

At Uie same time a University of Idaho 
professorsnid his earlier estimates of Uie Idaho 
fish population may have been inaccurate. He 
agreed he could have "counted" nearly twice as 
many fish as exist. 

The trout industry spokesmen said n reduced 
fish count would mean a reduced pollution load 
going Into Ui e Snake R iver. 

Using Uie earlier Tisli count figures, the 
Times-News had eatimated-thewoste-lond-from- J 
trout hatcheries in Magic Valley was more than 
half Mngi^Valloy's total. 

But-uslng=tho_juudscd estimates of trout 
population, the trout industry's percentage of 
Uie total Magic Valley water pollution load 
would be reduced to about one third of the total. 

On Dec. 11 trout farmers wlIlmcGnvlUnhc - 
EPA in Portland, Ore., "to work out guidelines 
to control the quality of discharge waters from 
trout farms," the release states. 

By law, the EPA must have preliminary 
pollution guidelines established for Uie trout 
Industry by Jan. 1.

1 Sen. jqmes McClure, It-Idaho, returned frorn his 
Middle-East excursion as the guest of Arab 
' governments' with some interesting advice. 

Hje suggested negotiating the resumption or Arab 
oil shipments in exchange for Israeli agreement to 
withdraw from occupied territory. 

The Arab governments had invited McClure lo 
tour the Middle East following his earlier 
statements sympathetic to the Arabs. 

Pretty clearly the Arabl states, by issuing the 
invitation to McClure, were reaching out to the 
United States, presumably with some serious effort 
at changing the current Mid-East standoff in mind. 

So McClurc's suggestion should be weighed 
carefully. 

The prospect for Middle East peace may be 
better now than. any time since the foundation of 
Israel on Arab lands. Both, the Israelis and Arabs 
emerged from the most recent war battered but 
• with their pride intact. The Arabs, particularly, 
managed to restore face by fighting effectively 
against the tough Israelis. 

With- the current "balance of honor" along with 
the balance of power in the Middle East, there is'at 
least the foundation for long term arrangements. 

Specifically, McClure's suggestion that Israel 
withdraw from, its occupied territory is most 
reasonable, and follows the thrust of international 
opinion as expressed in the United Nations' request 
for such withdrawal and the United States' similar 
requests. This would be an important step in 
establishing lasting arrangement between Arabs 
and Israelis. 

But what is unfortunate is linking-the-Israeli 
withdrawal to the Arab oil cutoff.

The IPUC hearing Is being conducted on 
appllcatioa by Idaho Power for permission to 
install the generating unit at its Wood River 
substation between Hailey and Ketchum, and to 
boost energy -carrying capacity cf an existing 
line between the Wood River and Ketchum 
substations. 

Hall said energy needs in the area cannot 
continue to be dependably served by the present 
single 13(1,000 volt line and that the combustion 
turbine could provide emergency service in the 
event of a serious powe r outage and would he a 
eontribution"ta~sysTenT reserve requirements. 

He noted that the Wood River Valley area's 
winter load is high due to the number of 
buildings heuted electrically and suid it is 
expected, that much future construction in the 
area will be heated electrically. 

Hull also said a prolonged outage of the 
principal transmission line to Uie areu is 
possible because it crosses terrain subject to 
severe winter weather conditions. 

A representative of General Electric Co., 
manufacturer of the turbine unit proposed, for 
installation said emission and sound levels for 
Uio unit are low.
